Iho British army iu the Crimea, has lately 
publi.-hed gome novel results of scientific 
ovestigations made by him as to tbe wbole- 
lomeness of the flesh of excessively fat cat- 
Je as and article of food. 
He think* he 


las fully established the uafitnoss of it fur 
humin 8'istcn mc«. and, by way of M ex- 
planation of his theory, he says: 


L«t an inimal bo fed beyond the limits 


compatible with health, and the »npcrfl>iou-t 
fat ie no longer confined to the interstice* 
tfjfibres, but actually invades, and, cventu- 
illy, supersedes thorn. 
The fibres thou 


contain fat, instead of. the fibrillje (known 
to anatomists,) in which" reside the oon- 
rictile poiverof muscles, and its nutritive 
value for human food. We, therefore, »»y 
i hat such meat no longer retains its hcallby 
structure and nutritive quality, but has. ac- 
tually degenerated into fat, although still 
presenting the semblance of ordinary mus- 
cle, ami thereby deceiving both buyer aud 
seller " 


'Wo should therefore expect in vain to 


replenish our own muscles by tho use of 
such food, nor should animals, *thus over- 
fed, be regarded as prize specimens of rear- 
ing and feeding. 
The heart, being con- 


verted into fat, no loLger r«tai»fi its w>n- 
Irnctile power, but boats;f«obly ami irregu- 
larly. 
The blood, therefore, now moves 


inward in a slow and 
feeble current. 


Hence the panting breathlessncm due to 
stagnation of blood iu the lungs, while the 
skin and extremities are cold. 
Hcocs tho 


stupid, heavy-beaded expression of a con- 
gested brain, and the blood stained appeaf- 
ance of meat after do&th. The slightest 
exertion to an animal under such circum- 
stances, might suddenly prove fatal.
